“In England, on the contrary, 
rather tight lines of demarcation 
are drawn between schook leaders, 
teachers, students and parents.” 


Amplifying this, Miss Kcnecny 
went on to explain, for example, 
that all students are expected to 
rise when the headmaster (prin- 
cipal) enters the room, while ad- 
ministrators hold aloof from tea- 
chers and both have very limited 
contact with parents. An active 
P.T.A., American style, is non- 
existent in England, she added. 

In the Ontario instructor’s 
opinion, it is in the development 
of a closer working relation be- 
tween leaders, parents and pupils 
that the best hope for future Eng- 
lish educational progress lies. In 
one English city of 50,000, the 
“Pp.T.A.” meets only once a year 
and school telephone numbers are 
not given public listing, she re- 
ported.

The pro- 
ject is reported to be half fin- 
ished. By March the lower part of 
| the highway is expected to be far 
enough along that if there were 
another flood, the new route could 
be used to take traffic safely 
|; past the mouth of the canyon 
| Where boulders and rushing water 
| tore up the road in March, 1938, 
according to Paul W. Byers of 
Claremont, who is the resident 
engineer on the project. 

The new highway extends from 
the foothills near Paul up the 
canyon for 714% miles. 

The Los Angeles county road 
department’s bridge-building sec- 
tion has reconstructed and widen- 
ed the bridge just north of the 
ranger station and it is expected 
to be reopened in about a week. 
The new bridge links between the 
westward approach to the can- 
| yon and the road in from Up- 
land will be two lanes wide with a 
new surface and greater strength 
than before. 

Work is under way on a con- 
crete box culvert at the point 
where the new high-line road 
crosses Evey canyon. It will be 
200 feet long, 12 feet high and 
12 feet wide—big enough in fact 
that fire equipment cauld be 
driven through it in the event of 
a blaze in upper Evey canyon. 

Completion of the culvert, cost- 
ing more than $60,000, is ex- 
pected about the first of the 
year. It then will be covered 
with 100,000 cubic yards of earth 
fill pushed in by bulldozers 
from the high shoulders on either 
side. : 

When this is done, traffic ma 
be allowed to traverse the new 
highway to the link. which con- 
nects it with the old route at the 
newly widened bridge, or possi- 
bly as far up as the county work 
camp whichis located between 
the new and old grades. 








Because of the numerous cuts}: 


and fills, there is only a tempor- 
ary surface on the new road at 
present. Sometime next year 
when the earth has had oppor- 
tunity to pack and settle, asphal- 
tic concrete will be applied. 

All but 100 feet of the 7Q0- 
foot tunnel at Spring hill has 
been cut, Byers said, and con- 
crete portal reinforcement is be- 
ing built. A second tunnel about 
250 feet long will be started next 
year. 

The upper half of the seven- 
mile route will be harder to 
build, Byers predicts, because of 
the rough and sliding nature of 
the terrain. This winter, brush 
| Will be cut and burned from the 
next section of the road to be 
built, above the county work 
| camp.
